These  games  have  been  pre- 
pared for  use  as  "ice  breakers" 
or  "warm  up  pieces"  at  school 
food  service  training  work- 


shops, nutrition  education 
classes,  community  health 
meetings,  etc.  One  or  more 
games  might  be  played  at  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting  as 
an  ice  breaker,  during  a  break 
to  arouse  interest  or  relax  par- 
ticipants, or  in  the  meeting  as 
a  teaching  tool.  Time  needed 
to  play  the  games  ranges  from 
5  to  1 5  minutes,  depending  on 
the  nutrition  knowledge  and 
experience  of  the  participants.
